MURDERER GILBERT'S HOPES. 


GREAT EXPRESS ROBBERY. 


Took Twenty Thousand but Left Thirty- 


Five Thousand Behind. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Col., Nov. 12 
The 


Wells Fargo express agent at this point 
was held up and relieved of $20,000 in cash 
last night by two masked men. The 
agent, whose name is George Knout, was 
forced to open the safe and give the rob- 
bers $20,000, but, when he closed the door 
he shut in |35,000 that the robbers knew 
nothing about. Krout was then made to 
undress himself and go to bed. While 
lying there the thieves made their escape. 
The place where the robbery occurred is 
on the outskirts of the town and is bril- 
liantly lighted by great arc lights on all 
sides. The money was kept in a small 
house 200 yards from the depot. There 
had been shipped by Wells Fargo yester- 
day upwards of 550,000 to Cripple Creek 
gold fields and the thieves must have 
known of it. Posses are in pursuit with 
bloodhounds. 


PURITAN 
AFLOAT. 


The Case Argued on Exceptions Today 


. at Boston, 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


BOSTON, Nov. 12.—The case of Angles D. 
Gilbert, who was last June found guilty 
in the first degree of the murder of the 
child Alice M. Sterling, was argued today 
on exceptions before the full bench of the 
supreme court. Questions before this court 
are wholly upon matters of law. Gilbert's 
counsel claimed that there was an error 
of law in the ruliags of the judge who 
presided at Gilbert's trial. The excep- 
tions include the refusal of the trial judge 
to grant the defendant's motion to take 
the case from the jury before he had put 
in any evidence in his behalf, because of 
the 
action 
in court of Mrs. Ster- 


ling, mother 
of the murdered girl, 


who 
exclaimed 
in 
the 
presence 


of the jury and defendant "Oh that man! 


Oh that man ? He has killed my Mamie, 
my darling. He ha«s murdered her, mur- 
dered her! and again, that is the 
murderer 
of 
my 
little 
Mamie, 


the murderer of her, the murderer." 
This denunciation is claimed by the coun- 
sel to have had a prejudicial effect on the 
minds of the jury and they declare it suf- 
ficient ground for taking the case to the 
upper court.

Captain Davis accounts for 
the Puritan's stranding by failure to hear 
the horn blowing. It could not be distin- 
guished three-quarters of a mile west of 
the light.

Duties of the Ward Caucuses. Formation 


of the Ward Committees and Duties. 


Choosing of Delegates. Duty 


or Delegates. 


There seems to be some misunderstand- 


ing concerning the way in which the city 
election machinery will be started. At 
least there seems to be a lack of informa- 
tion on the subject. The matter is very 
simple and is regulated by statute law, 
the city charter having nothing to do 
with it. 


The town committee of both parties 


will call the first caucuses. They will 
meet, as the Republican town committee 
has already done, and decide upon the 
date of the caucuses. Then the selectmen 
will be notified of tne fact andthey will 
select places at which the caucuses will be 
held. The town committees will be not> 
U.d of the places selected and then the 
calls for the caucuses will be issued. The 
calls will specify at what place each ward 
caucus will be held and who will call it 
to order. The duty for each ward caucus 
is to choose seven delegates to the muni- 
cipal convention which will nominate a 
candidate for mayor and twem.y one can- 
didates for the city council. Besides a 
ward committee of three will be chosen. 


It will be the duty of the ward eom- 


mitte to call the caucuses of its ward for 
the year lor which it is elected. 
This 


committee will organize and choose a 
chairman and other officers as the present 
town committees do. The seven ward 
committees will meet and organize as one 
body and will be known as the city and 
ward committee. Its duty will be to have 
general supervision of the wards and all 
things pertaining to Ihera and 
bear 


similar relations to the ward and ward 
committees as the state committee of any 
party at prevent does to the town or city 
committees. It will supervise the calling 
of caucuses and look after the interests ol 
its party. It is understood that both 
parties will have such machinery for 
putting their candidates in the field and 
that this machinery is separate from the 
machinery of the city and has no connec- 
tion with it whatever. It is party ma- 
chinery, but it is governed by law. 
- 


The Republican committee acted legally 


when it decided the ,other day upon the 
date of the Republican caucuses and noti- 
fied the selectmen of the fact. The select- 
men today will perhaps decide upon the 
places in which the ward caucuses will be 
held. If they do not definitely decide they 
will make investigation to assist in a de- 
cision at a very early day. They nave but 
ten days to choose these places from the 
time the committees notify them of the 
date the caucuses will be called.

Dangerously 111.

Some Interesting Pacts that Have Been 


Brought to Light. 


The Mission lodging house has now 


been open ten diys, and during that time 
103 lodgings and 163 meals -have been sup- 
plied. 
Seven men who have availed 


themselves of its privileges have secured 
steady employment, which shows that 
such an institution is of real value to such 
as are honestly looking for work and have 
not the means to pay their way until em- 
ployment is secured. 


Some interesting facts 
have been 


brought to light in connection with this 
work. Superintendent Allen is a wide- 
awake man who keeps his eyes and ears 
open, and he knows pretty well what is 
said and done by the men he has under 
his charge. One fact that has developed 
is that two men got work on the street 
railroad and worked two weeks at full 
pay and yet did not spend a cent for 
board, but begged their living about town. 
This shows the risk of imposition which 
people take who feed strangers at their 
doors and emphasizes the propriety of 
sending all who ask for alms to the lodg- 
ing house, where their true character w ill 
be ascertained nnd where, although they 
will be assisted, they cannot impose upon 
any one. 


Another interesting fact brought to the 


surface is that there is more money in the 
'cripple's poem" than is con-monly sup- 
posed. Nearly every one is familiar with 
this form of begging. An alleged pcem 
printed on a slip of paper and purporting 
to describe the experiences and sufferings 
of the bearer, who usually represents 
himself as a mutilited brakeman, is hand- 
ed out and the humble suppliant waits 
till you read through and come to the ap- 
pendix, which is: "Price, 
whatever 


you wish to give." Nine out of ten 
who take the trouble to read the 
doggerel, 
and 
many 
who do not, 


will throw 
out 
a 
nickel 
or a 


dime as the quickest and easiest way of 
getting rid of the fellow, never thinking 
of such a thing as there being money in 
so simple a scheme. Last Friday night a 
fellow Who was working oa this line 
stayed at the lodging house. All lodgers 
have to leave their possessions, if any 
they have, in chsrge of the keeper over 
night, and the keeper was considerably 
surprised when this fellow handed over 
$4.08. Saturday morning he went out, 
but at night he was back again. He 
showed the effects of liquor, which would 
indicate that he had spent some money 
or in some way struck it richer than most 
penniless men do, and yet when he came 
to retire for the night he had $9.44 to be 
placed in safe keeping. 


When Mr. Allen finds that a man is 


"working" the community he immedi- 
ately compels him to move on, for the 
lodging house is not maintained as an aid 
to that sort of business. It is designed to 
enable those who need help to help 
themselves, and to rid the town, so far as 
possible, of professional tramps and dead 
beats. 


One man who stopped at the lodging 


house when it was first opened found em- 
ployment, and when he drew his week's 
wages he went around and thanked Mr. 
Allen for what he had done for him and 
then handed out a bill saying, "Here's a 
dollar to help the good work along." 
That man showed that there is something 
in him, and the incident, with many 
others, shows that it is well worth while 
for the people of .North Adams to earn- 
estly unite in giving this lodging house 
experiment a full and fair trial. <

THE

These Are Some of the Points Instanced 


by Rev. Mr. Church !n an Out- 


spoken Sermon Sunday 


Morning. 


Sermons containing courageous expres- 


sions and outspoken criticism of local 
social wrongs are not strange things 
from North Adams pulpits. Sunday Kev. 
A. B. Church preached two such sermons. 
One of them was reported in yesterday's 
TRANSCRIPT and iound many readers and 
some criticism ; the other, the morning 
sermon was reserved for notice today. 
Nothing like the complete sermon is bore 
given. Only that part is abstracted which 
will have interest to the most confirmed 
non-church goer, provided he has thought 
for social conditions. The words of Mr. 
Church's text were "Render, therefore, 
unto Caesar the things that are Caesars' 
and unto God the things that are God's.'1 


Mr. Church pointed out that "the scene 


of the text presents Jesus before a num- 
ber of wily critical Pharisees, who are 
Jring at him their darts of interrogation, 
;ipped with poison and calculated to 
wound and disable. The attempt was to 
catch him on a charge of treason to the 
Roman government, or heresy to the Jew- 
ish religion. But Jesus perceives their in- 
lent, takes them on their own law and 
conduct and declares to them and to the 
world certain social and religious princi- 
ples of conduct that are of vital signifi- 
cance. The force of his argument is, 
why ask me ? You know your legal obli- 
gations and what you ought to do.' Had 
Jesus 
stopped 
there 
little 
hope 


would 
have 
been 
given 
the 
op- 


pressed. The doctrine would have bee ^ 
you have erred and fallen unto vice and 
oppression, therefore render into vice and 
oppression the things that they demand. 
But he brought a more hopeful and sav- 
ing philosophy of life in, 'Render unto 
God the things that are God's.' Jesus 
proclaimed here the vital principle of all 
reform. If you wish to throw off the yoke 
of bondage do it by heroically asserting 
your freedom through moral integrity. 
Better to remain and pay your tribute 
than attempt to escape by dishonesty and 
compromising, involving the damning 
trick of expediency. It does not take a 
very strong imagination to picture the 
commotion and revolution that must fol- 
low if these principles were enforced in 
our social structure and economic system 
today. Just such a revolution must be 
experienced before we enjoy a better soc- 
ial life and a just and harmonious system. 


'Our town with others lowers its 


assessed valuation of property to escape 
paying a full and equitable share of state 
and county tax. 


It thereby sets a public example of dis- 


sembling and the shirking of public duty. 
There is the individual tax dissembler; 
the undervalued machinery and property, 
so called cheap horses, wagons, etc.,when 
their relative value is high, vacant lots 
and such. And the poor man pays the 
full assessment on the full value. Then 
there is the daring speculating, un- 
christian business competition talcing 
refuge in insolvency. 


Mr. Church considered the relations of 


buyer and seller, of employer and em- 
ploye and showed how far short in the 
spirit of the text these relations are con- 
ducted. "It is fatal," the text, "to the too 
common doctrine that one can be a good 
Christian and at the same time be indiffer- 
ent, careless and questionable in his, con- 
duct as a citizen. It does not accept ex- 
planations like, 'we gained our political 
victory,' 'I made my fortune'. 
'Such 


things are being done so I am all right 
and above board.' It insists that every 
true citizen must refer the system of his 
enterprises and the standards of his con- 
duct for adjudication to the supreme 
Christian citizen, who would have God 
honored and glorified by every man ren- 
dering the largest measure of justice to 
his fellow men."

Five weeks from today, on Tuesday, 


December IT, will be held the first election 
of the city of North Adams. At that 
time will be elected all the officers of | 
the legislative and exccuth e departments j 
of the city government, who become offl" 
cials by the direct vote of the people. 
T lie first municipal year begins on Mon- 
day, January 6, when the officers elected 
assume their formal official duties. 


The city has been divided into seven 


wards and the duly qualified voters are to 
cast their ballots in the wards of which 
they are residents. 
The officers to be 


elected are the mayor, twenty-one coun- 
cilmen, thros assessors, six members of 
the school committee and ihree trustees 
of the public library. Of the twenty-one 
councilmen seven are to be elected to j 
serve for the full term of three years, 
seven for the term of two years and seven 
for the term of one year. After the first 
election seven councilmen are to be 
elected annually for a term of three years. 
At the first election no voter can vote 
for more than five of the councilmen 
to be elected for each term; that is 
to say, not more than fifteen in the aggre- 
gate on one ballot, and the seven having 
the highest number of votes for each 
term "will be declared elected as council- 
men. 
Of the three assessors one is to be 


elected for the term of three years, one 
for two years and one for one year. The 
'three trustees of the public library are to 
be elected in the same manner. Of the 
six members of the school committee two 
will be elected to serve three years, two 
for two years and two for one year. In 
after elections two members will be elected 
annually for a term of three years. 


The mayor will hold his office for one 


municipal year. He will have the ap- 
pointment of a large and important list of 
city officials in the executive department. 
The city councilmen after taking their 
oaths of office on January 6 will elect one 
of their own number by ballot as presi- 
dent of the council, and immediately after 
will elect the city clerk. The president 
may be removed from the presidency and 
the city clerk may be removed from office 
at any time by an affirmative vote of two- 
thirds of all the members of the council. 
Some time during the month of January 
the city council are to choose an auditor 
of account*, whose term of office will be 
for one year, beginning with the first 
Monday in February. 


We have briefly mentioned in this way 


some of the important features of our 
coming election, thinking that among our 
readers there might be a few who have 
not thoroughly familiarized themselves 
with the list of offices their ballots this 
year can help to fill creditably and to the 
best interests of our community. Impor- 
tant as is the question of the mayoralty, 
and it can hardly be overestimated, it will 
be well not to permit it to be so all ab- 
sorbing during this short interval before 
definite action is to be taken as to com- 
pletely overshadow the importance of 
such offices as the city council the asses- 
sors j and the school committee, which 
carry with them in some cases a three 
years term of service with a power and in- 
fluence of great purport to'our social, ed- 
ucational and civic advancement. 


In a' city of thinking voters like ours 


where it is contrary to our custom and 
traditions to permit political or ambitious 
selfishness of any kind to stand in the 
way of the best interests of all in local 
public affairs, there is little cause for ap- 
prehension as to the wisdom of the final 
choice for an office so much in the mind 
of our people as is the mayoralty at pres- 
ent. The danger to be guarded against is 
a failure to give due consideration the 
elective offices of seemingly lesser im- 
portance. 


With the manifest earnest and intelli- 


gent thought being exercised over this 
subject, with the harmonious spirit now 
prevailing among us and with the banish- 
ment of partisan politics from it all we 
can look forward with a confident assur- 
ance to results that will prove universally 
satisfactory as the outgrowth of our first 
city election. 


THE COMING PAPER. 


The Fort Massachusetts paper edited 


and published by women of our town and 
vicinity will be Issued within a few days. 
The first forms we're sent to press this 
week and the last will be closed next Tues- 
day. The paper of twenty-four pages is 
divided into three sections. 


The first section contains the general 


and local news departments; the second 
the historical and biographical work and 
the third the literary, musical art, house- 
hold and kindred departments. The sec- 
ond section is already printed, the third 
U nearly made up while the first will be 
held open through this week for the ac- 
commodation of advertisers, who sre lib- 
eral patrons of its valuable columns. 
Through the courtesy of Mr. McMillin of 
the Hoosac Valley News, where the print- 
ing is being done, we have been permit- 
ted a glimpse of the first proof sheets. 
They certainly indicate a remarkably af 
tractive publication, that will be not only 
exceedingly interesting for today but of 
permanent reminiscent and historical val- 
ue. It is being handsomely printed on good 
paper that should show up the numerous 
illustrations well, and promises to be very 
creditable and wholly satisfactory typo-

The Sand Industry. 


The sand business of the Berkshire 


Glass Sand company is being pushed with 
a force of twenty hands, the usual number 
employed of late years under the modern 
plan of labor saving machinery. Steam 
power is used, which is estimated to be a 
saving of some thirty per cent from the 
old way of-mining and preparing for the 
market. 


The main part of the works, the bed 


now most operated from, is the one near 
the reservoir and close to the railroad, 
which was built thirteen years ago and 
which have been superintended by E. W. 
Blood the past nine years. The mining 
expense is at a minimum rate compared 
with the cost oi the operation of the old 
bed, which is located too far from the 
station at the village to be profitable, both 
as to the quarrying and the washing The 
breast of this body of sand rock is sixty 
feet in depth and 200 feet in width from 
which it is pinched and pried off from the 
ledge blocks and pieces, that have to be 
but little broken sufficient tor the jaws of 
the powerful iron crusher, so generally 
used now in the place of sledge hammers- 


The hauling of these cars of stone to 


the -works, some 200 feet away, is made 
under the highway and by steam power 
connected to the mill by cable. This 
large building is the store house and work 
shop with machinery and all its parts 
under cover.

The Clear Case Bearer. 


The cigar case bearer is a new enemy 


to tho fruit grower. As described in bul- 
letin 98 of Cornell university experi- 
ment station, it is tho larva of a moth 
very like the bud moth, and tho two aro 
often found together in the same orchards 
in western New York. The insect is 
Tery small, but can be seen best wbon 
enveloped in its second cigar shaped 
case, which it makes Boon after tho 
leaves open in May. It is entirely pro- 
tected by this except its head, which it 
bnries in tha tender foliage. The moths 
emerge from the cases botvrecn June 25 
and July 15, when they lay their eggs 
in the hairs on the under side of leaves. 
The young larvse hatch in two or three 
weeks, and at once begin the construc- 
tion of a case for winter, which by the 
middle of September they have attached 
to the twigs on the ends of the branches, 
where they remain until the buds break 
into leaves in the spring. 


Paris green, with the bordeaux mix- 


ture, will kill them if applied just at 
the time the buds aro breaking. There 
should be two applications, as now sur- 
faces of leaves are formed rapidly. TLis 
is a little later than the best time to 
apply paris green for the bud moth. A 
spray of kerosene emulsion applied when 
the caterpillars aro most aotive also de- 
stroys many of them. It should be made 
pretty strong, or diluted with nine parts 
of water. This also will destroy tho 
nymphs of the pear psylla, which is a 
much dreaded enemy of the pear grower.

Miles slates the condition of these defenses 
is such as to require decided and immedi- 
ate action for their improvement. The 
unguarded condition of our coast is 
known by every llrst-class power, and our 
people should not bo led into false se- 
curity. He quotes from his report of 
1SS1 a strong argument for the defense of 
Puget Sound, shows that since that time 
new 
Canadian 
railroad 
connections 


have been established there, yet not a sin- 
gle gun has been placed iu position for 
defense, while those at the entrance Qf tho 
Columbia are absole^i and of little value. 
It is true that soTlio progress has been 
made toward defending San Francisco, 
and a few modern guns and rifles have 
been pliujod. These, however, are but a 
small part of the general plan for tho de- 
fense of the harbor, while San Diego is in 
tlie same condition as Pugot Sound, en- 
tirely at the mercy of any foreign fleet. 


General Miles recalls what he said in his 


report of 1889 upon the absolute import- 
ance of thn defense of the entire Pacilio 
coast, in view oE the fact that it was pos- 
sible for any naval power to blockade any 
important port within 90 days, while It 
would take many years to make a success- 
ful resistance, and the country might bo 
required to pay an indemnity of $5,(K>0,000,- 
000. 
While tho railroads might trans- 


port 1,000,000 brave men to the coast, they 
would be useless without appliances to 
cope with the modern engines of war, and 
•with all onr intelligence, pride, inventive 
genius and enterprise wo are as far behind 
in tlie modern appliances of war 


As Clilua or Japan.

Such were the conditions six years Rgo, 


says General Miles, and such are the con- 
ditions todav, with the exception of the 
slight progress made at San Francisco 
The entire gulf coast and all the grcnt 
cities of tho Atlantic coast, northward to j 
Philadelphia, are entirely without modern 
guns. In position are a few obsolete guns, 
and none of these batteries could stop a 
single first-class warship, much less a fleet. 


General Miles, in support of his recom- 


mendation for adequate coast defenses, 
points to the fact that the batteries at 
Moultrie anil Sumter kept at bay for four 
years tho most powerful navy of the 
world. He says that our people cherish 
two misleading delusions—first, that tor- 
pedoes can be depended upon to protect) 
our coasts, and, second, that its 4000 miles 
of coast can be defended by a navy. 


He phpws that torpedo plants are useless 


without protective batteries, and that tho 
water in our principal harbors is so deep 
that light draft w.ir vessels might pass 
over torpedo mines without danger. He 
asserts that the recent maneuvers in Eng- 
land have shown that even the powerful 
British navy is unable to defend the Brit- 
ish const against a foreign fleet, therefore 
he argues that the main reliance must bo 


Upon Const Batteries. 


While he does not anticipate war In the 


near future, he shows that in the last 200 
years, in less than 10 per cent of the wars 
have there been any formal warning or 
declaration before hostilities, and it would 
require years of time to construct modern 
weapons of war; it would be unwise to 
disregard the lessons of history. In our 
own country for nearly 200 years there has 
never been <v period of SB years in which it 
has not been involved in war. 
• t 
He points to the case of China", •frhich 


made the fatal mistake of relying upon its 
vastly superior numbers for safety, and 
argues that the best guarantee of peace is 
a condition of readiness for war. There- 
fore he strongly recommends tho construc- 
tion of all the higher power guns and sysr 
terns of defense called for in the general 
plan of the board of ordnance and fortifi- 
cations and other boards. 


General Miles believes that the peace- 


able conditions now existing among the 
various Indian tribes is largely attribu- 
table to the presence of troops at, suitable 
points, and to the admirable conduct of 
the experienced army officers who have 
been placed in charge of the principal 
agencies. While it is economical and de- 
sirable to have the reserve forces of the 
army near the great centers of communi- 
cation, General Miles urgently contends 
that these1 points should be selected solely 
for their strategic value, and that the ten- 
dency towards concentration should not 
be carried to the point of depriving the 
western settlements of proper protection. 


Goneral Miles concludes his report with 


several recommendations intended to 
boncilt the condition of the officers and 
men and attract to the military service tho 
best element in the community.

LONDON, Nov. 13.—Boports have bceu 


received at Constantinople o£ the new dis- 
turbances dt Moosh. 
The British em- 


bassy at Constantinople is In possession 
of the reports, but so tar no details have 
bcuu received. 


A dispatch to The Standard from Con- 


stantinople 
s'ays that the sultan is 


alarmed DPcauso of the present critical 
state o£ affairs. From Arabia, the most 
vulnerable point of the- Turkish empire, 
news lins arrived of a conflict batween the 
Turkish troops and the Arabs near Sunliu, 
in which 30 persons were killed. Despite 
the report of trouble in the Arabian 
provinces, the last, detachment of troops 
sent to Arabia vwro detained Jive days at 
Port Said for lack of money to pay canal 
dov 4. 


The i imes this morning publishes a let- 


ter from Constantinople explaining tho 
situation throughout tho Turkish empire. 
The writer says that owing to the rigid 
censorship excroised by the Turkish offi- 
cials, the lower clisses among tho Turks 
arc quite ignorant, and tBcy believe that 
tho sultan inaugurated tho policy of op- 
pression, but to some extent it is stated 
that tho Armenians believe to tho con- 
trary. 


Tho Turks think the Armenians will be 


treated as they were 20 years ago, and be- 
sides this they entertain the idea that the 
Armenians are ungrateful, thus a fooling 
of hatred toward tho Armenians prevails, 
and the ignorant Turks really appear to 
fear, being massacred by the Armenians. 
The government's officers, according to 
this letter, lire directly responsible for dis- 
seminating the idea that It Is the duty of 
the people to kill and plunder tho Arme- 
nians.

More About Klamll Pasha.

The sul- 
tan became very angry when he saw the 
document, andtore tho memorial to pieces, 
shouting fiercely: "Traitor!"

Pasha fled from the palace, fearing that 
his life would be taken in consequence of ! 
his having dared to suggest the faults of ' 
the existing government to the sultan. 


A dispatch to The Times fnm Constan- 


tinople says Kiamil Pasha, just appointed 
to tho post of vali of Aidiu, after having 
raised strenuous objections to the repre- 
sentatives of foreign governments, bo- 
cause of his appointment to the undesira- 
ble position of vali of -Aleppo, is still very 
sick. He was suffering severely when he 
embarked op, the steamer ordered to take 
him to Symrntt bjr-.the Turkish govern- 
ment, but members of his family received 
significant hints that it would be advisa- 
ble for him to depart at once. Not one of 
his friends was allowed to approach the 
house or the boat for tthe purpose of bid- 
ding him farewell.
